the males responsible for their delinquency go free on probation. 
The males are usually older by several years than the girls they^ 
debauch, and it is obviously unjust Jo inflict all the punishment 
on the girls. The knowledge that release on probation is the x 
worst they may expect in case of detection is a palpable encour- 
agement for young men to debauch girls of tender years. In 
many cases Mr. Ruess has recommended commitment for the 
g*-!s and probation for the rr.ea. In sone cases l\e has ignored the 
men altogether, neither that they be prosecuted for felony or ar- 
rested and allowed to plead guilty on probation. Judge Donahue ^ 
does not approve of this policy. Speaking from the bench, he said: 


"I am of the opinion that when men contribute to the delin- 


quency of incompetent or minor girls they should be punished. 
Perhaps these men have not always been ordered into custody, 
and maybe the reason Mr. Ruess sometimes does not make such 
recommendations is because this was not practiced. Nevertheless 
this is the practice I shall follow. Mr. Ruess yesterday said he 
was in accord with me. What his former acts were I am not in a 
position to pass criticism on. They do not concern me. If he were 
to recommend probation for a man I think should be punished, of 
course I would overrule his motion." 


He took occasion to say that his remarks were not directed at 


Mr. Ruess Jbut the records of the Juvenile Court give Judge Dona- 
hue's words the accent of sharp reproof for the probation officer. 
The policy he announced is directly opposed to the practice 
hitherto followed. Mr. Ruess' recommendations speak for them- 
selves. Their tenderness where male delinquents are concerned is 
an affront to the normal sense of justice, and suggest that the 
probation officer lias taken it upon himself to exercise by indirec- 
tion the functions of a magistrate. 


It must be conceded that the problem of juvenile depravity 


requires wise discretion, patient study and a tolerant knowledge 
of human nature. Whether Mr. Ruess possesses the requisite 
qualifications for the important office he holds depends upon the' 


^ measure and character of his performance. So far as the people 


who foot the bills are concerned, results and not motives must be 
the bases of judgment. Are the people getting the service they 
are paying for? Is the standard of performance such as they de- 
sire or such as the moral health of the community demands? 


As Judge Donahue said, there is no hard and fast rule which 


can be applied to the problem of juvenile delinquency. Bat it is 
the very latitude and discretion with which the probation officer 
is invested that make his powers so susceptible of abuse and mis- 
direction. His recommendations must have weight and credence 
with the judge of the Juvenile Court, «be he is unfit for the post-"" 
tion he holds. The confidence of the court not alone in his integ-
